DIRIGIBLE ROMA, WiïH 
PASSENGERS ABOARD, IS 
WRECKED BY EXPLOSION 


BULLETIN.

No rfo lk, Va., Feb. 21 .—Ex plo ding , after crashing 
do wnward during a trial flig ht, the army ’s Italian-built 
airship Ro ma, was destro y ed to day near the nav al base 
here with the lo ss o f an undetermined number o f liv es. 
Estimates an ho ur and a half after the disaster placed 
the dead fro m half a do asen to nearly 4 0 o ut o f the mo re 
than half a hundred perso ns o n bo ard. 
The nav al ho spital at Po rtsmo uth was o fficially in­ 
fo rmed that 3 8 o f these abo ard the airship, the larg est 
semi-rig id dirig ible in the wo rld were killed while un­ 
dertakers in Newpo rt News were o fficially no tified 
that thirty o r mo re perso ns had lo st their liv es. 
The Ro ma was between 600 and 1 ,000 feet in the 
air when she fell, o fficers at the Hampto n Ro ads nav al 
base stated. So me o f the passeng ers abo ard the ship 
were v irtually unhurt, tho ug h all were shaken up. A 
number o f the men jumped fro m the cats o f the Ro ma 
as she fell Others were caug ht under her and these, ft 
is believ ed, were killed almo st instantly .

No rfo lk Va., Feb. 21 .—'The army dirig ible Ro ntw, 
purchased by the United States g o v ernment fro m Italy 
and o nly recently co mmissio ned, was destro y ed by an 
ex plo sio n to day while o perating o v er the Hampto n 
Ro ads nav al base. The big aircraft, believ ed to be car* 
ry ing a number o f passeng ers, landed in flames near 
the nav al base. So o n after she fell fo ur men were taker 
o ff aliv e. 
The heat o f the flames was so intense that tho ue 
near where the craft fell, were unable to appro ach. The 
fo ur men rescued were badly burned. 
The Ro ma was placed in co mmissio n o nly sev eral 
weeks ag o after hav ing been assembled at Lang ley 
Field. She was the larg est dirig ible o wned by the Unit, 
ed States g o v ernment and was purchased fro m Italy . 
Her mammo th g as bag had a capacity o f mo re than a 
millio n cubic feet 
Officials at Lang ley Field said the Ro ma sank after 
the ex plo sio n. What lo ss o f life, if any , has no t been re­ 
po rted, but a number o f passeng ers are kno wn to hav g 
been abo ard. 
Observ ers at Old Po int, ho wev er, stated that the 
Ro ma seemed to be well bey o nd the nav al base when she 
to o k fire and felL They believ e that she fell o n land. 
The Ro ma, which was the larg est semi-rig id ai*> 
ship in the wo rld, was sailing in a so utheasterly direc­ 
tio n, when, acco rding to o bserv ers, she suddenly burst 
into flames and fell like a co met to the earth. The ex ­ 
plo sio n o ccurred sho rtly aftert two o ’clo ck. 
Autho rities at Lang ley Field, the ho me statio n o f 
the Roma and the po int at which she was assembled 
after being bro ug ht fro m Italy , said that fully fo rty 
men were abo ard the big airship, but whether there was 
loss of life had no t been ascertained half an ho ur after 
she was seen to burst into flames.

THE SHIM GARDENS IN JAPAN 


Another Interesting Account of Oriental Visit By 
Dr. Backns, Former Dix on Young Man. 


JORDAN ITEMS 
REPORTED BY 
CORRESPONDENT 


In th* back of my head for many 
years has been the longing to see the 
Shiba 
G ardens,—again. 
They 
were 
my first venture into the land of the 
historical O riental and never since has 
anything scorned so very interesting 
Like the little old red school house 
w hen one goes back to the home town, 
would they 
bo a 
disappointm ent or 
would the croaking ravens 
and 
tal! 
moss covered trees again hold out the 
sam e weired fascination? 
W ould the 
« carvings, m etal w ork, lacquered floors 
and relics be the sam e to hold my 
breathless attention? 
At last the opportunity came. The 
New Year holidays pu t 
an 
end 
to 
business com pletely an d one 
bright, 
sunny day in late December a rick ­ 
shaw colie w as engaged and wq fared 
forth. 
P ast the wide m oat su rround­ 
ing the E m perors palace, down the 
same curious, w inding bazaar street 
with it’s countless little m others with 
infants strapped to their backs, w ent 
we and stopped before a tall im posing 
red tem ple gate w ith im posing devil—- 
catchers of red, beyond which w ere to 
be seen the copper roofs 
o f the tem ­ 
ples. 
"Curious, I muttered, the entrance 
to my Shiba P ark 
was not like this. 
Is 
mem ory 
serving 
me 
a 
ragged 
trick?” B ut in I went and w as m et 
by a spectacled y o ung guide as in the 
days of y o re, who pro ceeded to reliev e 
me o f m y spare change and 
have a 
scraping Japanese woman .'idjust shoe 
covers on m y bo o ts, that I m ight not 
defile the sacred 
floors. 
Same 
old 
stuff and since my coolie had vehe­ 
m ently affirm ed this 
was 
Shlba, 
It 
m ust be such. 
"Tho shrine and tem ple as well as 
the tomb of the second Shogun" my 
guide Intoned. 
I couldn’t rem em ber 
the num ber of the Shogun of my first 
trip but this sounded good, although 
the surrounding P ark was 
too 
hilly 
and there was no croak of raven's 
here. 
I m ust have the croak of ra v ­ 
en’s for proper setting. 
However, hem are the red clnebar 
tables as of old, the w onderful black 
lacquered floors, the 
giant 
dragons 
and pheasants, 
carved 
and 
painted 
back in the year 320 by declaration of 
the guide. 
Before the m eeting hall of 
the clan on the outer floor stands a 
huge bell Inverted, and cup shaped, 
rather than bell shaped and beside it 
a small bell. 
I ask perm ission to beat 
them and got a tone from each in 
clear bass and tenor tha t Is a joy 
to the car, notes tha t carry and fade 
as do ripples on the calm surface of a 
deep lake. 
Then the w ar drum of tho 
Shogun also a huge bronze thing which 
gives forth a terrific din unlike an y­ 
thing ever heard before and we are 
duly impressed. 
W e pass on through tho m eeting 
hall to the shrine before which, on 
a m agnificent red carved table stand 
the gold peony, having 
6 4 blossoms, 
one for each of the Feudal Lords of 
the Shoguns day. 
H ere also stands 
a huge incense burner 
and 
gazing 
about you see huge colum ns of gold 
lacquer 
supporting 
the 
roof while 
all about are deep carvings of tho 
same gold, red, blue and varied col­ 
ored dragons, pheasants and what not 
that 
grace 
the Japanese 
Temples. 
They are so Intricate and num erous 
as to he confusing, not in the least liv­ 
ing up to the 
idea 
of present 
day 
m ural decoration 
but we m ust 
re­ 
member, as my guide often assures me 
that tho work of Japanese a rtists is 
visionary. 
I quite and enthusiastical­ 
ly agree w ith him —and 
their 
vision 
was of the rubberoid variety. 
And while we were standing there 
along came a priest, a very u n a ttra c ­ 
tive and ugly looking fellow to me, 
grunting under the load of some o f­ 
fering or ja r of som ething vital to 
their idea of things. 
"T hat poor old 
Bird is staggering under a heavy load 
today,” rem ark. 
"Oh, 
no my guide 
comes back with, he is not a drinking 
man. 
He w ants much tha t you see! 
him .” O riental hum or mixed with the 
j 
Y'ank brand, eh? "well he may tip over 
his jar hut I don’t Up anything as 
ti|>sy as he,” quoth I, and we pass ori 
to the room 
where 
queens 
of 
the 
Shogun iiave shrines of lesser degree 
and adjacent to which are 
draw ers 
containing bibles of the 
320, 
dishes, 
cooking 
utensils, 
brocades, 
clothes 
worked in gold, etc., such as every de­ 
cent Shogun probably should have had 
in his m ajesties household. 
After which we come to the pa in t­ 
ings of the sw ay-back blue Lions. 
It 
the- pre-dry days in 
t he American S a ­ 
hara. 1 have heard those suffering or 
ei-Joylng the I). T ’s. whichever your 
view point may 
be, 
describe pink 
rhinoeerous, feathered elephants 
and 
flying boa’s but never, never have I 
before imagined anything to compare 
with these blue lions and I deem it fit 


and meet to 
protest 
tho 
cause 
of 
doubting America. "Now, soo here jny 
boy, 1 say. this don’t look right to me 
In the first place no decent self-re­ 
specting lion is sw ay-back like that 
besides which, not oven in them* hard 
times could even a lion get so blue 
albeit he has been on those walls 
since 
w20. 
it simply can’t 1»» done.” 
"But. 
sir, a« I have said before you m ust 
rem ember that our A rtists arc victon- 
ary and this man was Ja pa n ’s g re a t­ 
est artist, I assure you. Cono Tonyou 
was his name and he did tho w onder­ 
ful dragon you saw' in the dome of the 
tem ple. 
rhat’s O. K. w ith me, a 
dragon can be snakey and sw ay-back 
but when it comes to lion's you can ’t 
beat me to it no m atter how bad your 
artists vision may have been. 
A ny­ 
how, this .Shiba Garden is well enough 
but it is not the right one for me. 
W here is the Peacock G ate?" The fel­ 
low looks a bit guilty 
at 
that, 
for 
previously 1 have tried to get him to 
tell cne if there m ight he some i.<fs- 
tako and that 1 have gotten Into the 
wropg pew in the right church. A ny­ 
how, there are pigeons all about this 
park any any one who is versed a t all 
in romance knows that a pigeon isn't 
it: it with a raven when you w ant to 
be romantic. 
However, I get nothing from him 
and after roaiuing about the juilhs of 
the Garden for a time, past the pra y­ 
ing temple presented By the p<*op« l of 
Chosen centuries ogao, the m any stone 
lanterns all about, the 
fountain 
of 
holy water, etc., trying to get the old 
time spirit, 1 give it up and say the 
little old red school house is not w hat 
it used to bo and depart, firmly con­ 
vinced that old age is creeping on and 
romance 
has 
departed 
from 
this 
sphere. 
Down the street under the 
scraggley cedar trees 1 tram p think 
ing it over 
I/o» t in though, I sudden­ 
ly hear the croak of a raven. 
1 had 
passed the intervening street and hero 
was a stone wall and u tiny inoat be­ 
neath with the same tall trees of yes­ 
teryear 
while 
tho 
place 
looked 
level and somehow as If it m ight be 
chock full of ravens of proper cro ak ­ 
ing ability. About the walls hustled I. 
until I came to the self sam e gate of 
days gone by and entered. 
Romance 
and hope restored, here indeed w as my 
Shlba! 
The 
same 
moss and lichen 
eovored stones, the sam e tall cathe­ 
dral trees, the old pacecncnt of ovul 
stem 's from the river bed all the Kim« 
sizbe. And last but 
not least 
there 
were tho ravens, plenty of them and 
every one a proper croaker! 
The little old red school house was 
looming or our vision w as lowering 
to a proper focuH. 
Anyhow 1 could 
now find tho little tea-hounc on the 
coneshaped hill w here the littl« Janun- 
ese girls squealed a t my BUliken ring 
in yesteryear because they thought 
him tho imago of Buddha afterw ard 
served m e tea and crackers. 
Ho after 
an hour In the land of my dream s, 
fully rising to the test of rem em ­ 
brance, I climb the hill in joyous a n ­ 
ticipation only to find the little tea 
house inhabited by some very u n in ­ 
teresting specim ens of m odern 
grub 
grafters trying com m ercial romance, 
Alas, gentlem en, wo m ust 
come 
to 
realize tho age of com m erce for, us i 
turn aw ay In bitter disgTjest a Tin 
Henry chonka up the road and I hear 
an unusually nasal to u rist of tho o f­ 
fensive type baw ling, "They oughter 
put iri u right good Jazz orchestra up 
here to m ake this joint worth while." 
Hhiba, I’ll m ake it fifty-fifty but if it 
hadn't been for the rav en ’s and the
